Their establish- 
ment was not a large one, the stock 
being very small.

In his day Mr. W. W. Hall has seen

There are present in tho minds ot a 
portion of the public, two quite com- 
mon 
misconceptions 
regarding 
food 
adulteration, and tho object of 
pure food laws. 
To many people the 
term adulteration 
as applied to food 
or drink means simply contamination 
with something filthy or dirty,. and as 
many are convinced that each must eat 
his peck of dirt before he dies, they 
give the 
matter little thought 
The 
Becond misconception is regarding the 
character 
and extent of adulteration. 
While It Is quite true that adultera- 
tion 
In the proper sense, Is common 
enough, this adulteration 
Is more often 
of a character 
which 
the public does 
not suspect, while adulterations which 
often flguro largely in tho public mind, 
or In newspaper paragraphs, have no 
existence nnywhero 
else. 


1 think that our present law, Act 34 
of Session 
Laws of 
189S, defines 
food 
adulteration 
as well as any. 
The part defining adulteration 
reads 
as follows: 
"An article ot food shall 
be deemed to bo adulterated within tho 
meaning ot this act. 
1. 
If uny sub- 
stance or substances havo been 
mixed 
with It so as to lower or depreciate or 
injuriously affect ita quality, strength 
or purity" e. g., the,addltron ot around 
soapstone to Sour. 
"2,-J- f 
any Inferior 
or cheaper substance;' or 
substances 
have been substituted 'wholly or la part 
for It" e. g. the subttKutten.of 
chicory 
for coffee, - 
If 
sary constituent or ingredient has been 
wholly or in part abstracted from li" 
e. g. tho removal of cream from milk. 
"4. If It Is an imitation of or is sold 
under the name of another article" e. g. 
oleomargarine 
for 
butter. 
"5. If it 
consists wholly or In part of a diseased, 
decomposed, putrid, Infected, tainted or 
rotten animal or vegetable substance 
oi article, whether 
manufactuicd 
or 
not; or in tho case of nuik it It 
l 
tho 
product 
ot a diseased animal," 
"C. If It is colored, coated, polished 
or 
powdered, whereby damage or Inferior 
ity Is concealed, 
or it by any means It 
Ib made to appear better or ot greater 
value than It really Is" c. g. the facing 
ot tea, polishing and coating of coffee 
beans, 
coloring of peas, 
pickles, 
etc., 
to make them appear fresh. 
"7. It it 
contains any added substance or 
in- 
gredient which Is poisonous 
or injur- 
ious to health, or any deleterious sub- 
stance not a necessary ingredient 
In 
Its manufacture." 
Then follows a sec- 
tion providing for the sale of harmless 
mixtures or compounds, 
such as chic- 
ory 
and 
coffee, 
oleomargarine, 
com- 
pound 
lard, etc., it such are properly 
labeled. 
This law Is very similar to that 
In 
many States of 
the 
Union, 
in Eng- 
land, France and Geimany, and while 
tho manner of enforcing pure toodlaws 
varies widely, the end aimed at and 
tho results obtained w.ien the law is 
enforced 
are practically the same. 
In 
the States and England tthe. law does 
not as a rule specify what substances 
are injurious to health, leaving this to 
Boards of Health or similar bodies; in 
France and Germany the laws are more 
specific in this regard. 
My aim In this naper has been 
to 
bring to your notice mora particularly 
adulterations 
which are poisonous or 
injurious to health. 
In the mattor ot 
food adulterations which are not actu 
ally poisonous, but which may proper 
ly be regarded as injurious, mere is, i 
think.

steamship service short- 
ly to bo Inaugurated

Oceanic 
Steamship Company. 
While in Phila- 
delphia I visited the Cramps' shipyards 
and saw tho big steamships now being 
built there 
for 
Hie 
Australian trade. 
One ot the ships will bo ready In April 
or May, and the other two will be com- 
pleted at intervals ot three 
or

months from the date of tho comple- 
tion 
of tho first one.

The 
British 
nerve 
was 
momentarily 
shaken 
by 
(iencrai Whites uso of the word "ca 
pitulate" In his Awt telegram, but now 
that It Is known that the Gloucester 
aad Fusileers 
fought 
against 
over 
whelming odds cud upheld the best 
traditions of the British army, the ten- 
sion has been relieved, since there is 
no longer any ground to dread that the 
loss of lire was accompanied by ills 
honor. 
The details today show the catastro- 
phe in a brighter aspect. 
The full bat- 
talions 
were not engaged, and there- 
fore the list of prisoners is materially 
reduced, while 
tho disaster now 
an 
pears to have been not so much 
the 
consequence of defects in tho plan of 
action as to a misfortune whereby the

Still, it seems incomprehensible 
why the plight of tnc luckless col'tmn

Instead of attempting to occupy a de- 
fensive position, lie would

White's state-

tent of them except a vague report that

fortunes in Natal. 
This sobering note Is struck 
by all 
the morning 
papers today, 
together 
with the expressions of a determlna 
tlon to carry the matter 
through 
at 
whatever cost. 
The Dally Chronicle, referring edit 
orially to tho situation, says: 
"After the patent failure of the cant 
palgn and tho terrible 
humiliation 
of 
the British army, we can only vaguely 
hope that Sir George 
White, 
In the 
hard days that lie before 
him, may be 
able 
to 
hold 
Ladysmlth. 
ltetrcat 
would 
be an undertaking

imagination falls'to grasp. 
If this war 
is to be a war of vengeance

gar with caramel; 
cakes and 
confec- 
tionery, flavoring eyrups and Ice cream 
generally with coal tar colors; teas are 
faced with prusslan 
blue, 
Indigo and 
plumbago; green coffco 
with

lead chromate and ultramarine;

ed coffee with caramel. 
Candy, 
etc., from reputable makers 
Is aa a rule 
colored with 
harmless 
colors; that from Itinerant

I havo recently obtained from 
a Japanese on the street here, candy 
colored with naphthalene yellow which 
Is poisonous. 
It Is n very prevalent 
Idea that alum is added to bread to 
make it white. 
While this may have 
been true In the' past I do not think It 
Is the rule now. 
The use of alum 
In baklnc nowder 
has been the soutce of' much 
discus 
sion. While It has been acknowledged 
that alum In bread is exceedingly 
in- 
jurious, it has been urged that In bak- 
ing powder the reaction which ensues 
leaves the alum as alumina hydrate in- 
soluble in tho juices of the stomach. 
On the other hand it has been shown 
that alumina hydrate is not so insolu- 
ble in the stomach as has been

posed and that often all of the alum is 
not decomposed.

nee that adul- 
terations 
of this kind do not pay 
In 
the 
long 
run, 
as 
one 
outspoken 
writer on the subject has said, "Our 
manufacturers of food refrain as far as 
possible from taking human life, even 
if they do lie nnd steal." 
An account 
of 
harmless adultera- 
tionsschemes 
to obtain 
money 
for 
which 
no value 
Is 
given 
Is a much 
longer story, and one I cannot take up 
now. 
Such adulterations are, 
1 think, 
on the increase, end new schemes are 
being continually devised to get ahead 
of the chemist and food Inspector. Tho 
wholo system of fraud Is kept alive by 
competition between dealers, and 
by 
tho demand of a very large class 
of 
people for a cheap article 
a demand 
which 
Is really the outcome of ignor- 
ance, for the cheap article Is, in 
the 
end, nearly nlwaya the dearer. 
For in- 
stance, ninny think they cannot afford 
to pay 35 centa per pound for coffee, 
nnd yet will pay S3 cents per pound for 
u mixture of chicory beans and coffee 
which they could rceke at home for 10 
or fifteen cents. 
A cheap baking pow- 
der always furnishes less available gas 
In proportion to the price than one at 
a high price, and so on down the list. 
Pure food laws tan do much to pre- 
vent adulteration, 
but it will 
never 
disappear until thla demand of Ignor- 
ance for something cheap irrespective 
of value has been done away with by 
education. 
In this work of education 
medical 
men can do much to help, for, 
while the 
family physi 
cian who knew almost what each mem 
ber of the famillts 
in his charge ato 
and wore seems to have passed away, 
the physician of irday has amplo 
op 
pnrtunlty to give 
advlco 
nlong 
this 
line. 
In conclusion, 
1 think medical 
men 
generally, and the doctors of Honolulu 
In particular, are to be congratulated 
on the stand they lake In this matter, 
and on ull matters which pertain to the 
maintenance or ilovatlon 
of the pub- 
lic health. 
While lawyers make laws so vague 
and entangling that no one who gets 
Into the clutches of the law can hope 
to escape without u lawyer's aid, whllo 
promoters promote simply 
for-th- 
ben- 
efit of the public, and take tho cream 
of tho concern aa a 
promoter's 
fee, 
whllo 
politicians 
ostensibly 
forsake 
their private interests to serve 
their 
country and end by taking everything 
In sight, we find In the medical frater 
nity a body 
of 
men 
who, to put It 
plainly, make tholr living out of tho 
of the community, and yet at 
every turn do all In their power to Ics

Surely, In tho hereafter they 
should be given Beats a little higher up.

Ho Was a Rumarkabls

Yaars of Terrific Toll to 
Achluve Success. 


I1ALTIMORE, 
Oct. 23. 
Ottmar Mer 
genthalcr, the Inventor of the linotype 
typesetting machine, died this morning 
of consumption. 
He was bom In Ger 
many on May 10, 1834. 


Ottuinn 
Mergoathaler'a 
fame 
as tho 
inventor of the typesetting 
machlno 
Hint bears his n.ime will be long lived 
The story of his patient study and work 
fur years on Ills great machine and 
his long struggle to luve'lts value re 
cognized, achieving success 
when 
pen- 
niless and broken 
in uealth. Is a pathe- 
tic one. 
At the time of his death Mr, 
Mergcnthaler 
wa.i only 
45 years old. 
He was burn In Wurtemburg and while 
still a boy was apprenticed to a watch- 
maker, but he did not serve out his 
time, 
owing to his desire 
to 
escape 
military service. 
At tho age of 
18 he 
arrived In America penniless, and with 
nothing else but his brief experience 
hi 
mechanics. 
He went to Washing' 
ton, 
and during the succeeding 
four 
years worked 
on 
tho mechanism 
of 
electric 
clocks 
and 
bells 
and signal 
service apparatus 
for the Government 
lu tlio last named 
he made many Im 
provements and invented several new 
ones. 
At the cad of these four yean 
be went to Baltimore, where he thought 
he saw a wider Held for his talents 
It was In 18TC, soon after he located 
lu the Monumental 
City, that the his 
tory of the linotype begins. 
From then 
ISfcO 
four years 
he gave 
his 
every 
thought to the creation of 
his 
ma 
chine. 
He took little rest. 
Night nnd 
day be tolled, and gradually put Into 
his work the gold of his brain and the 
brawn of his body. 
Only such men as 
.Morse, 
Field, Gray, 
Hell 
or 
Edison 
could 
tell 
what such 
toll nnd appli 
cation means. 
Finally, at the end of 
these four year.! of struggle he had a 
machine that 
would, 
by action 
of 
n 
keyboard 
something like a typewriter. 
set n Hue of key dies or types, justify 
them to tho exact width of a column 
or any required measuto and cast it 
Into a solid line of lead or type metal 
Yet his work was not done, for after 
he had accomplished all this and had 
secured 
his patents, another obstacle 
seemed to bafflo 
blm. 
Men of money 
discredited his machine even after they 
had seen 
It work. 
Publishers said it 
was Impracticable. 
They were willing 
to "try 
his devico 
if ho could 
show 
that It would do tho work of five or 
six men setting type from tho case, but 
not until then did they care to tako any 
risks. 
Hy constant 
pleadings, 
how 
ever, he nt last succeeded 
In organic 
lug a company 
with 
small 
capital. 
which lu tho next three years was con- 
sumed 
In efforts to placo the linotype 
In tho composing room 
of some dally 
newspaper. 
With money 
nil gone, the 
machine turned down, 
the despair of 
failure, of seven years of wasted toll 
of death 
almost 
was 
upon 
him.

eign territory won by tho sword should

nnd 
twice Governor of New

State, 
Daniel D. Tompkins, and also grandson 
of a former Secretary of the Navy and 
Judge of the Supreme 
Court, 
Smith 
Thompson. 
Young Henry was fortunate enough 
to graduate 
from-Wes- 
t 
Taint at 
the 
very outbreak 
of the Civil 
war. 
Ho 
was assigned as a Second Lieutenant to 
tho First United States Artillery and 
served with distinction 
in that 
legl-me- nt 
un'li- - ho was mado Colonel of the 
Fortieth Massachusetts Infantry 
In the 
fall of 18G3. 
He continued throughout 
tho war with that 
command, 
being 
present at many of the most Important 
battles. 
At Cold Harbor ho had two 
horses shot under him and

wounds, 
but never left the

Itldgo agency. 
Immediately on receipt 
of that dispatch Henry mounted the 
companies of tho Ninth Cavnlry and 
rode, without unsaddling, and In

to lilies' relief. 
As soon as he arrived 
Miles made known to him tho danger- 
ous position of tho Seventh Cavalry at
